Porte, but also maintain the 
honor of all the signatories to, the treaty of Berlin; - A 
: struggle with England will also so much cripple the. power, of . 
Russia that she will not be able to ‘disturb. the peace of 
.Europe for a long time, and will refrain from intriguing with 


Afghanistan. _ Perhaps she has been induced to set aside the 


Berlin treaty by the belief that En gland, the great friend of 
the Porte, has her hands full-with the Kabul expedition, and 
. will have no. time to attend to the affairs of the Bast. But 


she is. mistaken. England i is not such a weak power that the 
Kabul difficulty should engross all her time and energies, and 
‘divert her attention from all other important political matters 
for the time.

Yaqub 
Khan will take the earliest opportunity to join the British 
camp. ‘He hasa chance of realising his most sanguine hopes 
with the aid of the Government of India. He is a very wise 


and ‘able man, popular | with the Sardars and the whole Af-. 
ghan people, and, therefore, best able to preserve: Peace and , 


order ‘in the. country, if placed on the throne. He is quite 
alive to the intrigues of the Russians, and will probably readily 
comply; with all the wishes of the Government of India. He 
is, therefore, most deserving of accession to the throne on the 
dethronement, of Sher Ali, If the Government, will. place 
any other, man on the throne, great internecine quarrels are 
sure ¢o break out in Afghanistan. 


As regards the question of the war indemnity, Afghanis 


tan is obviously too poor to pay the cost. If the Govern-— 


ment ocoupies any portion of the Afghan territories, , the ad- 


ministration will prove very troublesome and’ expensive, 
Thus ‘the indemnity question is vory difficult, and Government 


cannot be too caréfal i in desiding it.

of India as unjust, and strongly sympathises with the Amir. 
It propagates such mischievous notions as are calculated. to 
bias the minds of the Afghan tribes against us. If the Afghans 
were to follow the evil advice of the Friend of I ndia, which 


is seemingly friendly to them, they would severely suffer for 


it, because, evenif the whole Afghan people unanimously 6 es-
